OTTAWA—The Liberal party convention opening 
here Tuesday will launch Canada into a major political 


crisis orily a few days later.

wheat to southeast Asian countries, 
Canada inaugurates an important 
—— to existing Colombo Plan 
aid. 

The original Colombo Plan called 
for a six-year program of assistance 
by participating donor countries. 
That initial program will close with 
completion of the 1957-58 grants. 
The supplementary grants and loans 
announced last week will supply 
food to countries needing it—a dif- 
ferent form of aid from the usual 
Colombo assistance. 

The basic help provided by 
Canada and other Commonwealth 
nationsunder™the plan consists. of 
capital investment and_ technical 
assistance. As originally..designed, 
Canada’s help took the form of an 
annual $25 million gift for capital 
improvement, and a $400,000 appro- 
priation for training Asian engineers 
and technicians either at home or 
in Canada. For the last two years 
this has been raised to $34,400,000. 

The primary objective of Co- 
lombo Plan—aid-has been to~-meke 
the réceiving countries self-support- 
ing. They have been provided with 
the means to build power stations, 
irrigation projects and_transporta- 
tion systems, rather than with 
merely stop-gap aid in the form of 
consumer goods. 

Thus, in the case 
Canada has furnished several mil- 
lion dollars worth of trucks and 
buses for an improved transportation 
system in the Bombay area. 
another occasion 50 locomotive boil- 
ers were sent. A_ multi-million- 
dollar power and irrigation project 
in Assam was another Canadian 
program. An atomic reactor was 
provided. 

Along with such concrete aid 
goes the technical education to en- 
able Indian and other workers to 
handle the new equipment. Thus 
several hundred Indian students have 
been brought to Canada for special 
courses, while numbers of Canadian 
technicians have been sent to India 
for on-the-spot assistance. Similar 
programs have been followed in the 
case of Pakistan, Ceylon and other 
participating countries.

But the Tap’s Still Shut 


HILE PRESIDENT EISEN- 

hower listed increased foreign 
trade as a major United States 
objective in his state of the union 
message, the tap is still turned off 
to_prevent Canadian oil from going 
into that country. 


The position is anomalous. It has 
been so recognized by outstanding 
American newspapers in their com- 
ment on the original decision to ex- 
clude the Canadian product in order 
to maintain oil development in the 
United States “for defence purposes.” 

“Tt is a strange paradox,” the 
Washington Post remarked recently, 
“when an action taken in the 
name of national defencé fractures 
relations with a friendly neighbor, 
penalizes the American consumer 
and stirs the ugly prospect of a 
trade war. Yet these seem to. be 
the consequences of the (U.S.) gov- 
ernment’s decision to tighten still 
further the ‘voluntary’ program for 
curtailing crude oil imports. . . . The 
chief victim, unhappily, is Canada, 
a nation already considerably 
aroused by this country’s world trade 
policies.” 

To this the New York Journal 
of Commerce added: “The new im- 
port curb has crystallized the worst 
crisis in United States relations with 
Canada in years.” ;

Departures have occasionally 


been made from the principle of 
supplying do-it-yourself aid. For in- 
stance, in ‘1951-52, $10 millions 
worth of wheat was sent to India, 
and another $5 millions worth in the 
following year, to combat famine. 
The aid announced last week follows 
this emergency pattern. . 

Colombo Plan aid may be either 
in outright grants or in the form 
of loans. Heretofore Canada has 
made grants, but only $15 millions 
of the $50 millions worth of wheat 
allocated last week will be in this 
form. The balance will be in the 
form of long-term credits to India, 
Pakistan and other Colombo nations 
requiring immediate food _relief. | 

The Colombo Plan has achiéved | 
excellent results in many cases, but} 
even with U.S. participation in what | 
was originally a Commonwealth | 
program the achievement has been 
little enough. Millions of human | 
beings in the beneficiary countries } 
still survive on the edge of starva- 
tion. Power, irrigation, transporta- 
tion, port facilities and other capital 
assets are still needed. Once estab- 
lished, their benefits are cumulative, 
but the initiat-easts are high and 
usually beyond the intmediate means 
of the countries concerned: 

In helping such peoples we are} 
helping ourselves, for we are .;con- 
tributing to a more stable and 
democratic world at almost neglig- 
ible cost 
In the case of India the situation 
particularly clear Red China, 
India's huge neighbor, trying to 
do many of the things being at- 
tempted by India, but by communist 
methods. Much of the Asian world 
watching. the outcome of this 
titanic race between China’s 600 
millions and India’s nearly 400 mil- 
lions. They will note the relative 
effectiveness of the two systems, 
communist and democratic, and 
shape their own futures accordingly 

Obviously, the West, including 
Canada, should make a major effort 
in this contest. Equally obviously, 
we could do much more than we are 
doing and without perceptible 
reduction of ‘our prosperous way of 
life.

the Office of Economic Defence and 
Trade of the U.S. Department of 
State, in a letter to the New York 
Times, underscored the seriousness 
of the United States action 

“The Administration’s decision 

to restrict the West Coast's 
imports of foreien oil illustrates with 
uncomfortable clarity one of the ele- 
ments that have created the ‘crisis 
in confidence’ in the NATO alliance 

“It indicates ‘why foreign public 
opinion has developed the habit of 
placing a heavy discount on Ameri- 
can affirmations of economic and 
political solidarity with the rest of 
the free world. And it explains 
why Americans who support closer 
economic ties with the free world 
are tending to receive the Adminis- 
tration’s assertions of support for 
these positions with a pronounced 
reserve.” 

These are opinions from informed 
United States sources. They create 
an interesting background against 
which President Eisenhower's eight- 
point program of “safety through 
strength” has been read — particu- 
larly the point’ calling for increased 
foreign trade 

Canada, which has already regis- 
tered its protest against plugging 
the pipelines, will watch with interest 
any developments which indicate an 
application of. the pronouncement 
for trade expansion—an expansion 
which cannot be a one-way process.

Why Gavin Despaired 


are always mixed 
have been personal 
motives in Lt.Gen. James Gavin's de 
spairing decision to retiré.from the U.S 
Army Gavin was certainly aware, for 
example, that President Eisenhower bit 
terly resented Gavin's outspoken role in 
the army's behal{. The 
President's resentment 
inevitably meant that 
Gavin could not be 
Chief of Staff at least 
as long as Eisenhower 
was President. Gavin 
is generally regarded 
as the army's most 
brilliant senior officer, 
and the feeling of be 
ing blocked off from 
the top army post can 
not have been pleasant. But there were 
other, impersonal, and far more im 
portant reasons. for Gavin's despairing 
gesture. 

One way to understand those reasons 
is to go back and examine the photo- 
graphs which appeared in-the newspa 
pers and magazines of the parade of the 

| Red Army in Moscow on Nov. 7, the 
k fortieth anniversary of the Bolshevik 
revolution. With the space satellites al- 
| ready launched, all sorts of new sur- 
prises were anticipated. 


| Anti-Climax 


When the Soviets failed to hit the 
| moon with a hydrogen bomb, or bring 
the dog Laika down alive on Red Square, 
there was a certain sense of anti-climax, 
and the parade was billed as “unsensa 
tional’” But to a professional infantry 
soldier like Gavin, \the parade was by 
ho means unsensational. 

The Soviets actively encouraged West- 
ern photographers to take pictures of 
their tanks, troop carriers, tactical mis- 

> siles, and so on, much as Hitler used to 
do in the pre-Munich days. The reasons 
were similar, In virtually. every cate- 
gory the ground warfare weapons dis- 
played by the Soviets were decisively 
superior to anything in the possession 
of the United States or its allies. 

One qualified military specialist, Gar- 
| rett Underhill, has aiready described 
some of the Soviet infantry weapons 
ih an article for the Washington Post. 
To cite a few examples: 

During the November 7 parade, the 
Soviets displayed huge “flak tanks,” each 
mounting a pair of powerful new anti- 
sircraft guns. The only American cown-

| less powerful guns first designed in 1936. 
The NATO ground forces lack even this 
protection. 

The Soviets also displayed a new, 
improved heavy tank, with heavier armor 

* and artillery than anything in the Ameri- 


can arsenal. They are known to have 
several thousand such tanks. This coun- 
try is building 300 heavy tanks, the last 
of which will not be delivered until 1959, 

The tactical missiles displayed by 
the Russians were clearly both more 
powerful and more mobile than anything 
in the American forces. The Soviets 
even have new, lightweight rifles and 
other infantry _weapons, which render 
their individual soldiers far more mobile 
than American troops. 


Longer Story 


In\\short, the Soviet ground troops 
are unquestionably far better equipped 
than theit\ American or NATO counter 
parts. The story does not end there. 

As Gavin ‘said, there were twenty- 
seven divisions in the American Army 
when he came to Washington, and there 
are fifteen now. What_he did not say 
is that only nine of these divisions— 
a ridiculous number for a great power— 
are fully equippéd and combat-ready. 

The official estimate of {75 Soviet 
divisions is probably exaggerated. But 
the Soviets undoubtedly have 65 armored 
and mechanized divisions, fully equipped 
for atomic war, plus an equal number 
of infantry divisions, all resting on a 
huge mobilization base. 

The Gaither report, the“Rockefeller 
Fund report, and all other competent 
authorities have stressed that the ability 
to fight limited wars is as important an 
element in the world power balance as 
the ability to fight suicidal all-out nu- 
clear wars. 

Yet throughout the presidency of that 
product of the army, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, the army has been the Penta- 
gon’s stepchild. There have been no 
Sputniks to dramatize Soviet superiority 
in ground warfare, but that superiority 
is incontestable, 


Despair Shared 


It may be charged that the army 
leaders—notably Gavin himself—have 
been too eager to expend the army's 
resources on such things as space plat- 
forths. It may also be charged—with 
justice—that the army's proportion of 
men to combat units is ‘still much too 
high. Yet if one examines such facts 
as those listed above, it is easy to un- 
derstand Gavin's despair, which is shared 
by many other dedicated officers. 

For the rest of us, it might be well 
to remember that thé world has not seen 
its last infantry battle, and to remember 
also Gen. Gavins’ warning: “These are 
your sons and brothers. We don’t bring 
them into the army to die. If anyone 
is to die, we want it to be the other 
guy.- We've got to give them the equip- 
ment -they need.”

SOME CUTS TOO 


Eisenhower called for cuts as 
well as increases in the new 
budget.. For the armed forces, 
he recommended a $1,500,000, 
000 slash in manpower, installa- 
tions and older type weapons.

And he proposed “curtail 
ments, revisions or elimina 
tions” of many non-military

Victorians Must Wait Until February for More Centennial Silver Dollars 


Most Greater Victorians wlio want one of. the centennial 
silver dollars immediately are out of luck until next month 
at least. 

A survey of bankers today showed only token ship- 
ments, totalling 1,700, have arrived here so far—an average 
of slightly more than 60 for each of the 27 bank branches 
in the area. 

The coins were snapped up “like hotcakes” as soon aS 
they arrived last week, bankers said. They went to persons 
who. had put in their orders early. 

But waiting lists are still piled high in the memo files 
of each branch, ready for further trickles of the special 
coins expected this week and next. 


One bank official said he did not expect an ample 
supply of the souvenir dollars until February when the 
Bank of Canada -should be caught up on the initial orders 
piaced by banks here. 

Quick filling of orders was frustrated when the Mint 
in Ottawa. had to revert to production of smaller coins 
during its first run of the special issue, it is understood. 

Howevey, one banker said initial shortages of special 
issues were normal occurrences, 

The coins Were shipped to Vancouver offices of the 
chartered banks where each bank, in turn, pro rated dis- 
tribution among its B.C. branches. Next shipment to Van-

“Undoubtedly, we would wel- 
come the efforts of the Cana- 
dian government in this direc- 
tion as well as the initiative of 
Canada in drawing together the 
points of view of the parties on 
some or other international 
questions and, in particular, on 
the problem of disarmament.”

3. For foreign military and 
related aid, $3,868,000,000 to be 
spent in the coming fiscal year. 
This is a $119,000,000 increase 
over the current figure 

All told, the new budgét calls 
for 1958-59. spending at more 
than $1,000,000,000 over the cur 
rent rate even allowing for re- 
cent speedups in missile and 
other weapons programs. And 
the current spending program, 
running at  $72,800,000,000 a 
year, is the highest in American 
peacetime history 
SOME CUTS TOO 

Eisenhower called for cuts as 
well as in the new 
budget. For .the armed forces 
he recommended a $1,500,000, 
000 slash in manpower, installa- 
tions and oldef type weapons, 
including B52 bombers and 
some other aircraft 

And he proposed “curtail 
ments, revisions or elimina 
tions” of many non-military 
programs, ranging from federal 
Payments to farmers to expen 
ditures for veterans’ services 
and nefits 

Eisenhower said 

“Americans have a tradition 
of uniting in action when their 
freedoms and welfare are 
threatened. We do not shirk 
our clear responsibilities when 
new challenges arise 

“I fee] confident that this 
budget expresses the way in 
which the American people will 
want to respond to the prom 
ises and dangers of the dawn 
ing age of space conquest.'} , 
SMALL BUSINESS AID 

And, as the White House fore 
cast earlier, no general tax in 
creases are proposed Eisen 
hower suggested, in fact, some 
tax cuts to aid small business, 
while recommending higher 
taxes on aviation fuels to re 
duce the cost to the government 
of its activities in the air traf 
fic field 

Likewise, the president in 
cluded in his message a previ 
ously announced plan for a 
four-year $1,000,000,000 pro 
gram aimed at helping the 
states improve education stand 
ards. 

He came up with at least one 
recommendation which, like 
his foreign aid plan, is sure to 
meet opposition A five-year 
extension of the reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, with 
more power for the president to 
make tariff-cutting agreements 
with other countries.

President - Eisenhower, mak-
